Benoit, P. BOISSIERE Albin Michel 
(Boisstere) 


Another of Pierre Benoit's (member of the Acadenie Francaise) fascinating 
novels. One could almost call it the confession of aman —- his life and tragedy - 
with a background of war. As usual, beautifully written. About — $1.50

Chardonne, J. PORCELAINE DE LIMOGES Grasset 
(Limoges Porcelains) 


The last volume of the trilogy "Sentimental Destinies" - but it reads like 
a book complete by itself. It is the story of the rise and fall of the big Limoges 
porcelain factory, and of its owner, Jean Barnery. The life and psychology of the 
French province is well drawn. About — $1.50

Another play by Giraudoux. This one is laid in Greece, and includes many 
historical figures. It is somewhat of a fantasy, and is a clever take-off on Helen 
of Troy and her time. About —- $1.50 


Guilloux, L. LE SANG NOIR Gallimard 
(The Black Blood) 


An unusually long novel of war time - the entire action taking place not at 
the front but in a small town. As in a kaleidoscape one sees the lives of its pron- 
inent citizens and institutions slip by. Everyone is obsessed by the war, its trials 
and tribulations. About ~ ¢2,00 


Mauraie, F. LES ANGES NOIRS Grasset 
(The Black Angels) 


* Another thrilling novel by this prolific author. Laid in a province in 

France, it gives us the tragic life of a family, so inbred and stasnant, so land- 

centred and selfish, as to be almost abnormal. Beautifully written and interesting.

GERMAN BOOKS 


Schaper, E. M. DIE STERBENDE KIRCHE Insel Verla; 


* A deeply felt and beautifully written novel with a "leit-motif" of the 
struggle between Atheism, Faith, Christianity, and Bolshevism. It is the sad story 
of an old priest. His young son is killed protecting the church from the Bolsheviks, 
his elder son is a "Red", and through his work the father is put in prison. Soon 
after his release the old man is killed when the church collapses during Mass. A 
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young child, Lucie, brought up without a faith, sees the happenings and gradually 
comes to a religious awakening. About - $1.80 


Schmidtbonn, W. DER DREIECKIGE MARKPLATZ . Propylaen Verlag- Berlin 
(The Three-cornered Square) ' 


* This is not only a novel, but the romance and the story of the city of Bonn. 
The author gives a beautifully drawn picture of his native town since the War of 1870. 
One sees the funny little town grow, the small houses round the three-cornered square 
shoot up, the pastures on the Rhine turned into factory grounds. Along with the 
growth of the city, the man changes too, becoming harder, quicker, more energetic 
and impatient. Written with feeling and color, it makes pleasant reading.
